and I humbly recommend it to the 
honeft People of this Nation, - to 
Examin their own Thoughts a lit- 
tle, and let them ask themfelves a 
few of the following Queftions.

Have 
we not appear’d pleas'd with 
the Notions fpread Abroad, 
however falfe and unlikely to 
be true, of the Dutch fitting out 
a great Fleetof 7oMenof War, 
and fending a Squadron to pre- 
vent our Troops going by Sea 
to Dankirk ? Have not we been 
mightily pleas’d, that the Auxi- 
liary ‘Troops in the pay of 
Great Britain, have refusd to 
obey our Orders, and with 
the Contempt with which it 
is Reported, the Confederate 
Generals have Treated the 
Britifh General , and much 
more whichI could name ? 


And whither does all this tend? 
Is not this cutting our cwnThroats? 
Are not all thefe Steps to a Breach 
with the Dutch > Are not all thefe 
Steps to continuing the War? In 
which Cafe, ds L have prov'd alrea- 
dy, itis impoffible for us to ftand 
Neuter, nay, eventhe Confederates 
themfelves would not permit. us to 
do fo. 

To fay this is all owing to the 
Change of Meafures and Miniftry. 
here, and fuchand fuch have brought 


to fpeak it over and over again ;~ 
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us to this, is to fay nothing t 
Purpofe; if a Man throw me into — 
a deep River, Is it my Boufinefsto 
Exclaim againft the Treachery or 
Cruelty, or whatever I may call it;

for, or aginft theReafonablenefs or 
Juftice of the prefent Peace, of any 
Weight in this Matter one Way or 
other: 1 with it were in my Power, 
or any honeft Man’s Power, by 
Wife and Moderate Steps, to pre- 
vent a Separare Peace, but we are 
in this Cafe to look on the Thing 
Peace, to be determin’d, and we 
fee no Way to prevent it, what js 
now to be done is the Queftion? 
The Emperor and the Dutch will 
carry onthe War without us, /ay 
fome, and pleafe themfelves with 
the Hopes.of it; for my part, [ 
dread the Confequences; if it 
canbe done without bringing us te 
a War with the Durch, 1 fhall be 
glad to hear of it, but if mr, as 1 
am fatisfy’d it cannot, Where are 
we thes? And what are we all do- 
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forte? Way, let us ftate the Cafeas 

‘plainly as poffible. 

If the Datch carry on this War

Ic is a Melancholly Thing to 
think Affairs fhould be brought to 
fuch an unhappy Crifis, let any one 
but obferve the Particulars ———~ 
We moft: be oblig’d to Fight the 
Dutch if they Conquer, for fear of 
our own Ruin; We muft be ea 
to Fight the Emperor, leaft he pu 
theDuteh on to Fight to their Ruin, 
and at laft, we may be oblig’d to 
fight the French again, leaft all: 


fhould be Ruin’d. 


Let the wifeft Man aiivea pro~ 
pofe a Medium for this, if he 
can, except a Peace can bé made 
to quiet and fatisfie all Parties, and 
this { cannot but yet hope for, from 
the Wifdom and Prudence of the 
Dutch.
